{clt-ſame puniſhments (for he being God.,could not-ſuffer the 
Eternal torments of Hell) yet in proportion, the dignity of 
his Perſon (he being God and Man)giving value unto his tem- 
porary puniſhments, and making them of more value and 
worth, then if all the world ſhould have ſuffer'd the eternal- 
torments of Hell.
